In order to bring the Kerala Financial Corporation under the jurisdiction 
of the Vigilance Division of the Government ofKerala , Regulation 39 of 
the Staff Regulations of the Corporation is amended by adding a new 
Regulation 39 B as under, the existing Regulation 39 being renumbered 
as 39 A : 

“ Regulation 39 B : Surprise checks at request of 

Vigilance Division of the Government of Kerala. 
( i) 

A request may be made by the Director of Vigilance Investi 
gation of the Government of Kerala or any other Government Official , 
not below the rank of Superintendent of Police, to an Officer of the Corpor 
ation , not below the rank of Branch Manager, to carry out a surprise check 
in regard to an employee of the Corporation , suspected to be involved in an 
act of Corruption . Where in emergent cases, action is required before such 
requisition can be obtained from the Director of Vigilance Investigation or 
other Officer of the rank of Superintendent of Police and above , or an Officer 
of that rank is not locally available, the request will be made in person by 
an Officer not below the rank of Deputy Superintendent of Police . 

(ii) On a request as aforesaid the Officer of the Corporation to whom 
the request is made shall either immediately conduct the surprise check as 
requested , or give in writing to the Officer of the Vigilance Division his 
reasons why he is not conducting the surprise check . In the case the surprise : 
check is conducted , the Officer of the Vigilancce Division shall be entitled to 
be present when the surprise check is made

AME DMENT 
In the said Rules : 

1. In schedule I referred to in rule 136 after item 10 , the following item 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" ii. Phosgone (Carbonyl Chloride) is manufactured or is used 

in the process of chemical manufacture." 
2. (a ). Rule 142. shall be renumbered as sub- rule (a ) of that rule, 
and the following sub-para shall be added at the end , namely : 

“ Where necessary, advice shall be obtained from the Chief 
Inspector of Factories on measures to be taken in this regard ." 

(b ) . After s ıb.rule (a ) of rule 142 as so renumbered , the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted , namely : 
" (b ) Inform ation in writing , giving details of the process , its 

hazards and the steps taken or proposed to be taken for the 
safety of workers as in (a ) above should be sent to the Chief 
Inspector before commencing manufacture , handling or storage 
of any of the items covered under schedule 1, whether on expe 
rimental, pilot plant or large scale basis ."

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government is per G. O. RT. No. 277/72 / 
Labour dated 16-3-1972 . The cnly issue referred for adjudication is as 
follows:

" Charge allowance to Sri K. Gopinathan , Head Clerk for the period 
from 6-10-1969 onwards" . 

2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and filed their vakalaths. 
The union thereafter submitted their claim statement in which it was 
contended as follows: 

Shri K. G. Gopinathan was appointed as a clerk by the concerned 
Management on 25-11-1963 and he was promoted as Head Clerk on 
23-6-1965. Hewas deputed for undergoing training as General Manager 
for departmental stores , in the National Institute of Co -operative Manage 
ment at Poona and had successfully completed the course in 1968. He is an 
office bearer of this Union . The Management started functioning a 
department stores on 3-7-1968 under the name of Quilon Super Market and 
although Shri Gopinatha n was the only qualified and Senior hand to be 
appointed as the Manager of the Super Market, a much junior hand by 
name Shri K. Surendran was put in charge as Manager therein . But the 
Board of Directors of the Opposite Party, by resolution dated 26-10-1969 
decided to transfer Shri K. Surendran to his criginal post of Inspector with 
effect from 1-11-1969 an ! Shri K.G.Gopinathan was then transferred to 
hold charge of the Super Market with a view to improve the functioning of 
the Super Market. Shri Gopinathan thereafter made representations 
directly and through the Union for getting the charge allowance. The 
President of the Society promised to sanction the charge allowance, but 
nothing was done. The Union therefore interfered and the attraction of the 
Labour Departmentwas also invited . The District Labour Officer and the 
Deputy Labour Commissioner called several conciliation conferences, but 
the Opposite Party did not care to appear and participate in the conference 
and hence this reference . 

Shri K. Gopinathan is entitled to the charge allowance of the Super 
Market on the following among other grounds : 

(a ) The denial of charge allowance to Shri K. G. Gopinathan is 
unjustifiable , especially since it was already promised by the President of 
the Stores. 


(b ) Shri Gopinathan is the only qualified employee who is eligible 
to be appointed as Manager of Super Market. The Management has been 
victimising Shri Gopinathan when he was put in charge of the Super 
Market without a pointing him as Manager therein although he was the 
only qualified employee to hold the post and this was done because of his 
Trade Union activities 

(c) Shri Gupinathan was holding the charge of the Super Market 
from 6-11-1969 and the actual work done by him is that of the Manager 
of the Super Market involving risk and continuous work from 9 a.m. to 
10 p.m. every day. The entire re ponsibility of the Management, collection 
of sale proceeds, accounting and working of the Super Market, rest with 
him . The arduo:is nature of the work coupled with heavy responsibility , 
entitles thc worker to charge allowance.

(d ) In all department stores and super market those people who are 
holding charges are given charge allowance. 

(e) Shri Gopinathan is entitled to double wages for overtime work 
done by him every day . 

(f ). The charge allowance for which he is entitled is Rs. 100 per 
mensem with effect from 6-11-1969. 

During the pendency of this dispute the Board of Directors by proceed 
ings dated 26-5-1971 appointed Shri Gopi athan as Manager of the Super 
Market on the same ay sale of the Head Clerk with retrospective effect 
from 1-7-1970 . This order is illegal since the scale of pay of the Manager is 
different. The Union will be initiating separate proceedings for appropriate 
relief in the matter The action of the Management iu passing such - an 
order with retrospective effect , is with a view to deny the charge allowance 
claimed by the employee. The said proceedings are invalid and not binding 
on the worker and the Union so far as the claim is concerned ." 

The Union concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions. 

3. The Management submitted their reply statement, the summary of 
which is as follows: 

3. " The dispute referred for adjudication before this court is not maintain 
able in the light of the provisions contained in Act 21 of 1969 and the rules 
thereon . Section 2 ( 1) of the statute clearly defines the word " dispute” which 
includes the dispute between the servantand the Society. When specific 
provisions are made in a special statute for such disputes this court has no 
jurisdiction to adjudicate the matter. The relation of an employee in a Co 
operative Society with the Management is strictly governed by the 
Co -operative Societies Act and Rules of the ear 1969 and the remedies 
opened to the employee is to approach before the Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies or to approach the Co -operative Tribunal constituted under the 
statute. So a preliminary issue with regard to the question of jurisdiction is 
raised and the matter may be heard before the case is proceeded on its 
merits. Therefore the dispute referred for adjudication is to be dismissed 
with costs of the Management. 

It is true that Shri K. G. Gopinathan, the petitioner was appointed as a 
clerk by the opposité party on 25-11-1963 on a consolidated pay of Rs. 80 per 
mensem . Subsequently he was promoted as a Head Clerk by the opposite 
party on 1-9-1965 and his pay was fixed on Rs. 120 + 30 (D.A.) . Then the 
Inspector of the Stores, namely, K.Surendran was on the same scale of pay 
whose qualifications were more . When there was an administrative reform 
in the stores, the scale of pay and other allowances of the entire staff were 
raised in the year 1966 and accordingly the scale of pay of the petitioner 
was fixed on Rs. 160-10-260 + D.A Rs. 35 , with house rent allowance of 
Rs. 7 from 1-7-1966 . The D.A. was further enhanced to Rs. 40 from 
1-1-1968. In the normal course the petitioner was getting all the benefits 
which he was entitled to and so there is no substance in the claim statement 
filed and thereforc it is to be dismissed with costs to the opposite party ." . 
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The Management has been elaborately dealing with the appointment, 
promotion and posting of Shri K. G. Gopinathan and Shri K. Surend ,an to 
the various places in the Managernent concern and has finally asserted that 
there is nothing on the record to show that the President of the Opposite 
Party has made any promise to Shri K. G. Gopinathan and the assertion 
that the President promised to sanction the charge allowance is absolutely 
wrong . The present President of the opposite party is a person elected by 
the members in the month of December 1971 and so there does ot arise the 
question of any promise made by any person and to the knowledge of the 
present President no such promise is made to any employee. 

" The clai:n of the worker that he is the only qualified employee for the 
post of Super Market Manager is wrong. The petitioner is actually. not 
having the prescribed qualification to be appointed as the Manager, though 
for administrative convenience the petitioner was transferred to the Super 
Market in the same scale of pay to look after the affairs . The allegations ; 
that the petitioner s work is risky and is a continuous work from 9.a. m . to 
10 p . m . every day are baseless and are denied . He is app inted as the 
Manager of the Super Market in the same scale of pay as that of Head Clerk 
from 1-7-1970 . The post ofManager of Super Market was not created as a 
promotion post. But when the post of Head Clerk was abolished once for all 
in the Stores, he was transferred to the Super Market and subsequently his 
designation was changed as that of the Manager. This is done in the normal 
course ofadministration by the Management. The worker does o: ly 8 hours 
work in the institution which is adjusted by him from 9 a . m . to 12 a . m . and 
from 4 p . m . to 9 p . m . with the full concurrence of the Management. 
Therefore there is no question of any overtime work . The suggestion of 
charge allowance in other similar concerns is utterly false and opposed to 
truth . The scale of pay fixed in the other Super Market for Manager s post 
is comparatively low . In the Quilon Super Market there is the business 
manager who is having the over all control in all matters such as placing 
orders and administrative control over the entire staff .” 

The Management thereafter concluded with a prayer that an award may 
be passed upholding their contentions with costs to the Management. 

4. The Union thereafter submitted an elaborate replication in which 
they have repudiated all the contentions raised by the Management as per 
their reply statement. It was added further that the position of t.e Head 
Clerk and Inspector is not inter -changeable and the scale of pay of the Head 
Clerk is higher than the scale of pay of the Inspector, that the iwo position 
are therefore not interchangeable, that there is no post as Senior Inspector as 
contended by the Management, that Shri Gopinathan was appointed on 
25-11-1963 and Shri K. Surendran was appointed much latter, that 
Shri Gopinathan is the only member of the staff who has undergone training 
for Manager of Super Market, that he alone is eligible to be appointed as 
Manager, that there is specific instruction from the Government to create the 
post of Manager in the Super Market and the Government is granting 
inanagurial subsidy for the said post, that the entire responsibility of the 
administration , custody of cash etc., is the function of the Manager of the 


! 1 8e Market, that the work is arduous ard risky , that it is never adjusted 
uprhours work as far as the Manager is concerned and that all the prayers 
recorded in the claim statement are to be granted . 

5. The case came up for evidence. Both the partics applied for time 
incessantly and the learned counsel for the Management was not present ca 
several occasions. Finally after a good number of adjournments the Union 
ard the worker were present on 18-3-1974 , but the Marag mcrit was absent 
and therefore disposal notice to the Management was issued , posting the case 
to 3-4-1974 for Union s evidence and hearing. On 3-4-1974 als , both the 
Management and the counsel were absent despite accepting rotice and the 
Management was declared ex parte . The worker was examined as WW1 
in chief. Since there was no representative of the Mangement cr their 
counsel WWIwas not cross -examined . The President of the Union imme 
diately submitted his affidavit and argued his case . The matter was then 
taken up for award . 

6. WWI is Shri K. G. Gopinathan , Development Oficer, Quilon 
District Wholesale Co-operative Society. The sumniary of his deposition 
is as follows: 

" Chief: I have entered the service of the Quilon District Wholesale 
Co-operative Consumer Stores Lid . at Quilon as a Clerk on 25-11-1963. 
I was promoted as Head Clerk during the 1968-69 period and I was fun 
ctioning as Head Clerk upto 6-11-1969. Thus I was doing the work of 
Head Clerk for two years. As per the decision of the Board un 26-10-1969 
I was appointed as Manager in clarge of the Super Market and I continued 
as such upto 16-5-1973. But I was not given the charge allowance due to me 
for this period . I have demanded the charge a Lowancc.direcily to the 
President as well as the Secretary of the Society . The Union has also made 
the demand for and on behalf of me. But the Management has not paid 
the same to me yet. My demand was Rs. 100 -per mens, 

mas charge 
allowance and both the President and the Sccretary had agreed to pay me 
the same. Yet the amountwas not given !0 me. The employees ordinarily 
work there for 8 hcurs a day . During the time when I was the Manager 
in charge the key of the office etc., were in my possession , so that I had to 
go over to the establishment at 9 a. m . and work continuously upto 9 p.m. 
in the night. Even after 9 p . m . I will be able to leave the office only after 
verifying the sale proceeds, writing accounts and closing same and putting 
the money in the safe. Thus I was going home only at 10-30 cr 11 in the 
night. I ani demanding Rs. 100 only for all these worksdone by me. I was 
theManager in charge from 6-11-1969 to 16-5-1973. In the meanwhile 
I was af- pointed as the Manager with effect from 1-7-1970 , on 26-5-1971. But 
eves then I was given only the scale of pay as that of the Head Clerk . 
Frm 16-5-1973 onwards I was appointed as Development Officer and I am 
even now continuing as the same. The Government was paying managerial 
subsidy to the Super Market Manager. During the time when I was the 
Manager in charge also , the Society was obtaining the subsidy from the 
Government. All the facts mentioned by mc in the claim statement are true. 
My prayer is that I may be granted the charge allowance with costs of 
these proceedings."

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7. The President of the Association argued his case referring to the 
contentions set up by the Association and also to the oral evidence adduced 
by the concerned worker. As I have mentioned above neither the represent 
ative of theManagement nor.ther counsel were present almost on all the 
adjourned dates after the case has come up for evidence inspite of no ices to 
them and so any reasonable person can come to the only conclusion that the 
Management Society was not very much intnrested in prosecuting the case . 
Regarding the contentions set up by the Ass cition and the concerned 
worker it is only just an a reasonable on mypart to hold that they are only 
to be accep ed. It is almitted liat Shri Gopinathan was working in the 
concern as a clerk from 25-11-1933 , that he was promoted as Head Clerk , 
that he was working as Head Clark for wo years and that he was appointed 
in charge of the Manager of the Super Market on 6-11-1969. Although the 
Management would say that as the Manager in charge ShriGopinathan was 
only doing 8 hours work Shri Gopinathan as witness No. 1 has fully substan 
tiated his contentions as per his statements that it was he who came to the 
office of the Society at 9 a . m . to open the office etc., since all the keys were 
in his possession and that it was he who left the office as the las person since 
he had to verify the sale proceels , account them by writing, deposit them in 
the safe and leave th : office after closing the same which according to him 
was donc after 10 O clock in the night. Even if the lunch interval etc., is 
granted as contended by the Management, indisputably the Manager in 
charge was working for more than 8 hours every day during the period 
when he was fun tioning as the Manager in charge. The period specified 
by the workman is between 6-11-1969 to 16-5-1973. The Management has not 
rebuttet the same at any time. Since the Management and their counsel 
were absent on the date when the worker was examined he was not cross 
examined . Ofcourse the Management was continuously absent much before 
that date also. Although the witness was not cross - examined , there is no 
reason for me to disbelieve him res ording his deposition in the chief exami 
nation . He has demanded Rs. 100 monthly as charge allowance for the 
period. In any view of the matter I do not find this amount ofRs. 100 per 
month as exorbitant or abnormal. 

8. Therefore I hold that it is only just and reasonable on my part to 
direct the Management to pay theconcerned worker the said amount of 
Rs. 100 per nensum as charge allowance for the period from 611-1967 to 
16-5-1973 and I do so . In the circunstances of the case I hold that it is 
only fair on my part to direct the Management to pay the Association a cost 
of Rs. 200 also and I do so . 

I pass my award accordingly ,and this award shall come into force on thi 
expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the Government 
Gazette.

1 . Short title and commencement:-(1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Companies ( Temporary Restrictions on Dividends ) Amendment 
Ordinance, 1974 . 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 6th day of 
July 1974. 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Companies ( Temporary 
Restrictions on Dividends) Ordinance, 1974 , (7 of 1974 ) for clause (e) , the 
following clause shall be substituted , namely : 

(e) " net profits ” means net profits of the company as computed 
in accordance with the provisions of section 349 of the Companies Act, 
1956 , (1 of 1956 ) subject to the modification that, 

(1) any Income tax payable under the Income-tax Act, 1961, 

(43 of 1961) in respect of the profits as so computed or any tax of 
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a similar character payable in respect of such profits under any law 
in force in any country outside India , and surtax payable in respect 
of such profits under the Companies (Profits) Surtax Act, 1964, 
(7 of 1964) shall also be deducted ; and 

(ii) depreciation shall be provided in accordance with the 
provisions of sectian 205 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) .
